OME day, some one is going to write a Book of Heraldry 
on the emblems utilized by automotive companies. And 


turers has yet attained the extreme age of the noble and 
gentle families whose devices form the basis of the very 
ancient and honorable school of the herald, the devices them- 
selves are in several cases very old. 

Most of us are familiar with the Cadillac device, that 

emblem of the young cadet of a famous house, the Sieur 
Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac, with its armorial bearings. It 
goes back into the mists of antiquity, for it was in its essen- 
tials old when Cadillac, the man, was born. 
Now comes a new device for the new line of Gramm 
trucks. It is a shield in the center of which is a heart. The 
shield is surmounted by a helmet, and the colors are azure 
and argent, or blue and silver, in more modern usage. The 
shield is divided silver and blue; the heart has both blue on 
silver and silver on blue; the helmet is silver. 

Dr. Ferdinand Seegur, an ex-regent of the College of 
Heraldry, is responsible for the utilization of the emblem 
hy the Gramm organization. It is taken from the coat of 
arms of a noble Crusader, Johan von Gramm, who was a 
knight in the first crusade, A. D. 1096. The custom of making 
use of these emblems is one that ought to grow. Most of 
them are full of meaning and they carry with them the 
thought of long descent, pride of family, and an adherence 
to fine traditions. . 

There are few places in which a man’s taste is more 
prominently displayed than in the ornament he buys to put on 
his radiator cap—unless it is in the character of the decora- 
tions he puts on windows and windshields, in the form of 
tasseled curtains and the truncated legs of young ladies of 
a singularly well nourished disposition and habit. The 
kewpie, the windmill, the decoration that looks as if it had 
been designed from the drawing of a lamp by Goldberg, are 
among the horrors. Many of the manufacturers, notably 
Rolls-Royce and Wills-Sainte Claire, sell an emblem with the 
car that is full of beauty and grace; others, who shall be 
nameless, furnish an emblem that it is very hard to look at 
with a straight face.

While we are on the subject of heraldic emblems and 
others, it is recalled that one of the London humorists of the 
Old Queen’s time, some one like Theodore Hook, had a tobac- 
conist who had made money and wanted to set up a carriage. 
He came to Hook—if it was Hook—and told him of his plan. 
He wanted the humorist and scholar to furnish him with an 
appropriate motto, preferably in Latin, that he could use 
with some armorial bearings or other that he had bought 
somewhere else. Instantly Hook wrote “Quid rides” and 
handed it to the newly established keeper of a carriage.

"That Henry Ford is plan- 
ning a drastic change in his automobile manufacturing 
plans is the conviction of every automobile dealer in St. Paul, 
following study of a statistical compilation which reveals 
that during the last several weeks sales of new Ford cars in 
Ramsey county have touched the lowest point, in comparison 


to total sales of all cars, in the company’ s history. 
This, coupled with the fact that @- 


the St. Paul plant of the Ford Mo- 
tor Company has for many weeks 
been operating on a greatly re- 
duced schedule, has convinced the 
dealers that Henry Ford must 
adopt and is now planning some 
move to stimulate his waning busi- 
ness. Similar conditions prevail in 
Ford plants throughout the coun- 
try. 

Just what Ford’s plans are is 
not known, but the report has 
gained wide circulation here, as 
result of a recent trip to Detroit 
of S. A. Stellwagen, manager of 
the St. Paul plant, that Henry is 
considering plans for a “full line 
of cars” ranging in size and price 
from a redesigned ,Ford to the 
Lincoln, which will enable him 
to compete with General Motors. | 
There is no confirmation of this 
report obtainable locally, but it 
persists, 

Ford sales in October in Ramsey 
county dwindied to seventy-eight 
ears, while Chevrolet sales were 
sixty-nine. General Motors sales 

for the month were 139 cars. The

MORE POW RIOR QUALITY 
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Saving Perspiration 

HEN the recent convention of the American Federation 

of Labor was held in Detroit, delegates followed the 
usual custom of visitors to the Michigan city and made a 
trip through the Ford motor plant. At the conclusion the 
visitors forgot even the sacred five day week, which had just 
been announced by the Ford organization, and condemned 
the system in use in the factory as being designed to pro-; 
duce material for the “human scrap heap.” 

What shocked them was the speed at which the men in 
the plant worked and the highly systematized manner in 
which they labored. Each man had but a single operation 
to perform, and monotony ruled the labor of the day. 

That this systematization of labor is the keynote of 
modern production is undoubted. That there is a certain 
monotony in such highly specialized labor is also true. But 
one thing the delegates of the A. F. of L. failed to note, and 
that is the extent to which the automotive industry has taken 
the heavy physical labor out of its operations. There is 
not an automobile factory today where the heavy lifting, the 
use of manual labor in dragging, pulling, etc., has not been 
eliminated to the greatest possible extent. Heavy pulling 
and hauling today is done by machines. This is essential in 
production work. 

If an honest poll of plant operatives could be ob- 
tained, there is probably not a man who would not rather 
gain the skill, precision and speed that will enable him 
to operate a big production machine than go back to the 
pulling and dragging of heavy weights which was once 
a part of factory work. 


Schools Promote Safety 


y a bulletin on its safety work, the National Automobile 

Chamber of Commerce recently paid a deserved tribute 
to the work of the schools in forwarding the ‘safety move- 
ment. “Thanks to the tireless energy of the school teachers 
of the country, there is now some sign of improvement in 
traffic accident records,” says this bulletin. 

Figures covering motor fatalities for the first nine 
months of 1926 are now available, and they show an in- 
crease of only three per cent. over the statistits for the same | 
period in 1925, in spite of the far greater relative increase 
in the number of motor vehicles in use. These figures em- 
brace, of course, the months when traffic accidents, particu- 
larly those involving children, are at their worst. If the 
safety campaign continues to show its effects in the fatality 
records of October, November and December, it is possible 
that the total for all of 1926 may be better than the figures 
for 1925. -

He also said 
that if the decision was adverse he 
would be glad to hold further con- 
ferences to discuss the matter.

Bell County Circuit Court, where 
the Kentucky law had.been held 
invalid.
